On nearly all lawns there are unsightly 
bare spots under the shade of trees, which 
have baffled all efforts to get into grass, but 
with this mixture there need be no fur- 
ther difficulty. It is a combination of 
tine, dwarf-growing, evergreen varieties. 
which in their wild or natural state 
are to be found growing in the woods 
or other sbeltered and shaded spots. 
Ground that has been densely shaded 
by trees is frequently “sour,” and if 
the drainage is defective it is apt to 
be covered with moss and coarse 
bog grasses. In such eases an ap- 
plication of slaked lime, at the rate 
of one bushel to each thousand 
square feet, or forty bushels to the 
acre, is an excellent corrective and 
Sweetener, but the moss should be 
first removed by the use of a sharp 
rake.

HE ‘‘SPENCERS” are the largest and most beautiful of all Sweet Peas—

most of their flowers fall as they fade before the seed-pod forms, thus continuing 
the succession of bloom. Sportive—tendency to vary or ‘‘break’’ into other 
shades and colors—while increasing the difficulty in “‘fixing’’ and supplying I 
seeds that will produce ‘‘true’’, yet has given the Sweet Pea world a wonderful 
variety of colors, shades and combinations many of which, still in the process 
of purification, are not yet offered, but will be heard about in the near future. 
This sportive characteristic has resulted in the production by various Sweet Pea 
enthusiasts of many same, similar—or as the English Sweet Pea Society puts it, 
“‘too near alike’”’ varieties. For instance, among rose-red Spencers thereare John § 
Ingram, George Herbert, Mrs. Wm. King, Paradise Carmine and several others, 
all of which are up to the originators’ descriptions, but if not alike are so nearly 
alike that an expert can scarcely distinguish their differences. This chaotic 
condition prevails in nearly all other color classes.

The broad extent of 
our country renders it impossible to give any specified d 
answer; midspring is the best time, generally speaking, and it is 
better to be a little early than late. Dormant Roses should be 
planted as soon as the frost leaves the ground and it is dry enough 
to cultivate.

It is a Wichuraiana-President Carnot cross, 
with shell pink blooms of perfect finish, borne on long stems, the 
general appearance suggesting a glass-grown Tea. The flowers 
last so well after cutting that it is likely to be very useful in the 
trade. Foliage is handsome, growth strong, and the plant is 
as hardy as the hardiest. While I would not be without some 
of the lovely pink ramblers, Dr. Van Fleet is in a class by itself 
among American roses, and will take the place of some of the 
finer European climbing Teas that refuse to stand our climate. 

I have not grown Silver Moon, but admire it greatly; it is a 
hybrid of the Cherokee rose of the South, creamy white, semi- 
double, with conspicuous golden stamens.
